Over tea 
ltet too and a half years aa tease materlaka hare bacon e available. the 
agoocioo ia the latolUgoaco Advisory Committee (IAC) baring a principal 
interest bare collaborated closely in order to easnre maximum exploitation 
and o*o of these materials consistent trite security. Considerable progress 
has been mads in devising wair* sad naans of using the information safely 
outside of tee security control system and under normal security handling. 

I strongly support teeso offorto and bars argod continued imaginative affert* 
to find new ways to obtain tee greatest possible nee of the Information. 

Ways bars boas found to saaltllse photography is order to provost exposure 
of data bearing upon alti tud e, scale, camera configuration characteristic*, 
and track, to official* euteida the TAJUENT system. However, we teas far 
hare been abis to find no effective moans of sanitising photographs to prevent 
non»TA14EKT-«loarod ysrwstsl from deducing teat tea plcturs must have 
boon tdkon as a result el penet ration of tee Soviet air space by some moans.

2, A plMiibU attribution el sanitised TAiEKT photography wight 
be frees generally known prmrlees photographic cotlactlona near the USSR, 
each aa balloon photography. However* there are technical re arena why 
conformance el TALENT te tael photography la infeasible. in the caae of 
photography taken ever the satellite* where It it understood that the Nary 
has baas ear igned a number of tptcial weapons strike targets, it may be 
that plaesibte attribution could be made te overflight by the Navy or the 
Air Force in recent years. ’srhereaa ena might make a distinction between 
the satellites and the USSR, in terms el sensitivity of the fact of overflight, 
at the moment it appears that there really is to each distinction tines 
permission from the President lor overflight Is the satellite areas weald 
have te be secured. 

4. The meet effective use of TALENT photography in the preparation 
of target materials for pilot briefing so far is tbs target folder program, 
undertaken Jointly by the Air Force and the Nary. In essence, this is a 
reissuance at World War IX photography anaetafted or adjusts* by overlays 
to reflect new intelligence wi thout reference to source end displayed in such 
fashion as to prsvent comparison and, therefore, attribution to a TALENT 
photograph if indeed the two materials were laid eide-by-eide. Sealed 
packages with TALENT photographs are under existing procedure already 
being mate available for an Instant’s uss te m emergeucy for pilot briefing. 

I would hope the uss of aaaetided overlays mentioned above would provide 
reasonably adequate study muter Ibis far the pilots while at the seme time 
would protect the security of the fact si overflight prior to an emergency. 

S» In the event that after careful consideration at the national 
security risks us well as waste for release sf sanitised TALENT materials 
on a TOP SECRET basis It is your conviction that nothing less than TALENT 
material itself la sanitised form will enable yon to carry oat your responsi- 
bility adeqeetely, please so inform me. I believe that uadsr present circum- 
stances the fact ef an overflight (with implied Presidential authority) is 
essentially Presidential information, hence I would be cam polled to seek 
guidance from the President himself in tote, matter.
